However, clothes moths rest with wings 
folded over the body and they have a silky 
look. When touched. they squash easily and 
leave a smudge of scales.

The various types of moths associated with 
oaks rest. with wings partly extended and 
lack the silky appearance and fragility of their 
indoor cousins. One of the largest may occa- 
sionally be seen at this season fluttering against 
the window of a Jighted roorh.
